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The sole requirement for extending a trial court's term is that proceedings have begun on the matter within the original 
term, and either a motion or an order setting a matter outside the term will suffice; the terms of a court may in some 
cases be extended by adjournment.

a term from day to day or to a specified day to complete the business properly before it?
